At noon he was tied by the 
wrists. Then he told them lie was too 
sick to work that afternoon, and a sar- 
geant hit him with a club and broke 
bis wriats. 
Then Corporal Crawford 
shot him." 
"Did you see it?” he was asked by 
Senator Overman. 
"Yes,’ replied Wallis. "I was stand­ 
ing right there." 
Wallis said Crawford was tried by 
court m artial and acquitted. 
"Then," he said, "afterw ards they 
made him h sargeant and gave him a 
thirty-day furlough.” 
Wallis then read a letter from G. N. 
Caldwell of Sandusky, Ohio, who said
